Company Plans to Commence Erection of Station and Office Buildings, on Ninth Street, 


Shortly After Christmas—Yards Will Be Paved—All, Work to Be Com. 


pleted by Time High Level Bridge Is Finished 


That an appropriation of $3,000,000 has been made by the Canadian Pacific railway company for 


construction work in connectio 


n with the entrance of the road into Edmonton next year and to pro- 


vide accommodation for the increase in the business done in this city by the company, is the informa- 
tion that has been secured on good authority by the Capital, and furthermore it has been learned that 


the company does not propose to wait until next spring to start construction 


operations on_ their 


property at Ninth street, but will commence with the work immediately after Christmas with a view of 
having all traffic handling facilities ready for use by the time trains are running over the new high 
level bridge into the city. This will be early next fall, according to officials of the road. 

The large amount of money that has been set aside by the company will provide funds for the 


most elaborate program of construction of railway 


terminal facilities that has ever been outlined for 


any city served by the Canadian Pacific railway system. 
Chief among the new buildings to be erected in the city are the new station at Ninth street and

Steel for the high level bridge over the Saskatchewan river is being shipped’ in to Strathcona 
almost daily and the erection of the superstructure of the bridge will commence within the next few 
days. This work will be carried on throughaut the winter and will be finished early next autumn. 

The eight storey office building to be erected on Jasper Avenue will be built in two sections, each) proueht the freehold of the entire Ald- 
with a frontage of fifty feet on Jasper Avenue.

All things considered, the Grand Trunk Pacific, in its 
treatment of the machinists now on strike all over the system, 
has acted in as churlish and cavalier a manner as any corpora- 
tion which it has been the experience of the Canadian public 
to observe, a manner which would justify the government, 

; so disposed, to take almost any action against the 
company to force them to be good. 

Aside altogether from the fact that the Grand Trunk 
Pacific is a creation of government bounty, that it was built 
by draughts cashed on the credit of the country, and that the 
men who are now the dictatorial managers of the big corpora- 
tion might have been holding very minor positions in the 
United States today had not the Dominion government lent 
them assistance such as few corporations would have the 
nerve to ask, there is the fact that the Grand Trunk Pacific in 
this controversy Violates all claim to public confidence by in- 
sulting.and ignoring the very government which created it 
and: by administering a slap in the face to the department of 
labor which was inaugurated for the very purpose of inter- 
vening in just such cases as the present to prevent the sudden 
interruption of business by precipitate strikes. 
the Grand Trunk Pacific flouted the department of labor, but 
ii has itself, by locking the machinists out; forced a strike such 
as the department of labor would have made impossible had 
the G. T. P. been willing to abide by the rules of the game as 
they are observed by other corporations. And in so doing it 
subjects the passengers who travel on its line to the risk of 
their lives, not to mention the inconvenience of delayed trains} 
and interrupted service. 

And all this in spite of the fact that what the machinists 
are asking for is just what they are getting on other roads; in 
no case any more, in some cases a little less. 

That is te say, the bounty-created Grand Trunk Pacific 
railway, rather than pay its machinists the same rate as. men 
in similar occupations are receiving from the Canadian North- 
ern and the Canadian Pacific, has forced a strike all along the 
Jine, a strike through which the public is made to suffer in- 
convenience, loss and the risk of life. 

The whole history of the Grand Trunk Pacific’s action 
throughout the trouble has been most reprehensible. When

ting fair treatment from the company they: approached the 
scneral manager with a demand far the same wages as were

the request, but treated the representatives of the company 
in a mannr to inspire resentment and provoke reprisals. The 
men, however, pursued the course.laid down by law and ask- 
ed for a conciliation committee. The company, after some 
delay, appointed their representative in the person of Wallace 
Nesbitt, corporation solicitor, of Toronto. A date was set for 


the meeting of the board, but Nesbitt failed to appear, the} 


board being given to understand that on account of some very 


important supreme court business in Ontario he could not| 


reach Winnipeg in time. Another date was set and Nesbitt 


again failed to appear, this time the explanation being that he}

ANY MORE MILK 


SHORTAGE WILL BECOME GREATER 
INSTEAD OF LESS, IS PRE- 
DICTED 


With central Alberta pre-eminently 


more adapted to dairying than any other 
class of farming, with dairying more 
remunerative than any other class of 
farming, Edmonton and vicinity are en- 
tirely without an adeuate milk supply 
and the situation promises to*become 
worse instead of better, Such in sub- 
stance is slated in the annual report 
of City Dairy Inspector Logan, who is 
an authority upon dairying, dairy met- 
hods and industries kindred to dairy 
business. The medical officer of health 
takes cognizance of this statement — in 


report of the entire department sub- 
mitted to the commissioners, « The 
growth of (he city, says the report, is 
faster than the growth of the dairy. in- 
dustry. The development of modern 
dairy methods is being gradually 
brought about, But the general high 
standard of sanitation and hygiene 
universally demanded for the protec- 
tion of publie health is in no way un- 
derstood by the milk producers, says 
the report. Much educational work 
remains to be done, “The industry is 
simply in its first stage and 1 cannot 
see any olher way than that some 
means must be adopted to instruet and 
to offer to those who would follow the 
oceupation instruction in) proper, met- 
heds of dairying,” says the report, 

At the present lime the people of 
Edmonton are consuming Australian 
butter, 

During the last fiseal year there were 
45 dairy farmers and cow — keepers 
licensed representing approximately 
1,050 cows. There were 221 cily cow 
permits issued representing 254 cows. 
During the year there was a decrease 
of 64 such permits and 68 cows, Of 
dairies supplying milk to Edmonton 
the Edmonton city dairy is the greatest 
factor, its plant reeeiving milk from 29 
dairy farmers and cow keepers besides 
its individual herd, There were seven 
other venders retailing milk from their 
own herds and milk from four other 
herds, The seven vendors use 23 
wagons. 

According to the supply of inspected 
milk supply, but 17,000 people of Ed- 
monton are getting milk at all. The
